Care of Violets. 


To keep violets that are under glass in good condition 
will require lots of attention from this on. If there is 
any crop that requires to be kept strictly clean during 
every stage of their growth it is the violet. They should 
be gone over every week and all diseased or decayed 
leaves removed. Keep the soil open and sweet by fre- 
quent and shallow cultivations. Give a good syringing 
early in the morning on fine days so as to allow the foli- 
age to become dry before night. When the short and 
dark days come give all the air you can day and night 
until winter sets in. Be always very careful in water- 
ing, looking over the beds at first to detect the dry spots 
which can be watered. About the first week in August 
give them a mulch of cow manure and half soil, 
put on about three-quarters of an inch which will help 
to feed the surface roots which start after this date. 

Cibotium Schiedei. 

During the summer this fern will need lots of mois- 
ture both at the root and in the house. Go over them at 
least twice a day in bright weather. Do not keep the 
house too humid as it makes them very soft, but on the 
other hand when giving ventilation give it so that no 
cold currents of air will strike them. While these ferns 
like shade they do not want it too heavy. Shading, nine 
times out of ten,-is overdone with all kinds of ferns. 
Where these ferns are quite pot-bound now is a good 
time to give them some liquid feeding. There is noth- 
ing better than cow manure. You can place about a 
bushel of cow manure in a barrel that holds about 50 
gallons of water and let it stand for about two days. If 
this is too strong, dilute it some. They can get this 
about once a week, and you will be surprised at the 
great good this will do them in every way. 


Ferns tor Ferneries 


Where you do not raise your own stock now is a good 
time to buy those that have been once transplanted. 
They can be kept over winter in 24-inch pots. It is de- 
sirable to have a good plant in as small a pot as possible. 
When received put them on a bench on which is spread 
at least one inch of sand or coal ashes, so that they are 
not continually drying out. Keep them lightly shaded 
and the atmosphere should be kept moist all the time. 
Go over them three or four times a day in order that 
none dry out. 


Primulas. 


It is always better to have the primula pots plunged. 
When this is done they will not dry out near so quick 
as otherwise. Have the sashes raised both top and bot- 
tom at least eight inches so they can have plenty of fresh 
air and keep the sashes shaded so the foliage will not 
burn. It pays to have the sashes all removed from four 
o’clock in the afternoon until the next morning at about 
nine o’clock, when the sashes can be put on again. Some 
growers use lath shading, except when they run into a 


Mr. Farrell's next notes will be on the following: 


rainy spell. It is always well to go over these plants at 
least three times a day to see if any may need water. 
Give them a nice spraying overhead once a day. As 
they grow they will want spacing to prevent crowding. 


Seasonable Repairs. 
If you take note you will find that the most pros- 
perous growers are always those who put their houses 
in proper shape before the cold weather. There will 


‘be lots of bench building or repairing, with an increased 


use of cement. Even at the hottest time of the year, 
the florist always finds plenty to do. It is hot work 
these torrid days but cloths can be laid over the roof 
to make it more tolerable. There is nothing worse than 
leaky and draughty houses. Give a general inspection 
as to painting, puttying, and other repairing. Repair- 
ing ventilators may be necessary. Do it now and—by 
the way—be sure that they are kept well oiled, so that 
they run easily. There isn’t a greenhouse that should 
not have at least thorough cleaning out once a year. 
Don’t put off cleaning for any reason; the present is 
the time to do it. There is absolutely nothing to look 
forward to in two months from now, but work—more 
of it than we can attend to perhaps, but don’t over- 
look having clean houses. 
Propagating Scented Geraniums. 

Where a good stock of scented geraniums to cut from 
is wanted for next winter a batch should be put in sand 
now. By keeping them watered and shaded they will 
soon root. When they are rooted pot into three-inch 
pots and give some shade until they will stand the sun. 
Before they get pot-bound they should be planted out 
on a bench in a house that runs cool.

In reply to A Subseriber I would say that he should 
sow his seed in pots just as soon as he can, in order to 
have them fairly good size by the middle of August. 
You can sow about four seeds in a three-inch pot and 
keep moist and shaded until they come up, when they 
should have full sun, but never allowed to dry out. 

CYCLAMEN. 

It is not necessary to have sashes on your cyclamen 
in frames all the time. These sashes should always be 
near at hand in case of a heavy thunder storm, or @ 
continued heavy rain. You can put them on at night 
if you want to without any harm by leaving them raised 
top and bottom 6 to 8 inches. Keep the lath covering 
on during bright, sunny days. Cyclamen likes to be 
well up to the light so deep frames are not advisable.

Is giving too little and asking too much.” 

The enormously increased demand here for Darwin 
tulips has had a stimulating effect on the price of that 
specialty but on the other lines of bulbs no such excuse 
is apparent and a natural consequence will be that the 
trade will resent the advance and reduce the amount of 
their purchases accordingly. 


According to Deutsche Gartner Zietung 

An dried and dyed flowers and grasses are 
unwelcome being revived as a fashion in Germany. 
We recall the time some thirty-five years 
ago when this sort of material had a very 
large sale in this country in loose state or arranged in 
baskets. of various styles. That fashion we imported 
from Germany and much of the goods came from Ger- 
man sources. We can also recall still further back, and 
to some extent ever since, the custom of decoratiny the 
mantels and walls of the “best room” of the New |ing- 
land country cottage with vases and wreaths of ¢éried 
flowers. The latter were bright amaranths, helichry- 
sums, honesty, and a few of the native grasses of most 


the flowers cultivated by the housewife in the home 
garden each year. We can see a pretty sentiment in 
thus preserving through the long dreary winter these 
fadeless souvenirs of the summer time and they make 
a pretty and appropriate adornment of the rural home, 
but the revival of the use of the gaudy commercial stuff 
referred to in our German contemporary, as floral deco- 
ration in places where fresh flowers and plants are ap- 
propriate and available in abundance for every purpose, 
we should regard as a misfortune and a reaction much 
to be regretted and discouraged.

The spring planting season is now 
pretty well over. An entire cleanup 
of the stock in the houses and frames 
is out of the question. There are 
always some remnants left over. We have always felt 
sorry to see these little batches of pot geraniums, cannas, 
heliotropes, ete., standing or lying topsy-turvey, neg- 
lected and baked in the hot sun, to be later thrown away, 
when, in many instances, there was vacant room in 
abundance outside where they might be tastefully 
planted out and made to add materially to the} external 
appearance of the florists’ place. It pays to make the 
surroundings of any home—and particularly the home 
or business establishment of a florist—beautiful and at- 
tractive by a profuse setting of flowers and verdure and 
to keep it scrupulously neat as an impressive object les- 
son which cannot fail to exercise a tremendous influ- 
ence upon the local demand for such goods. Whole 
towns are made beautiful or otherwise and their at- 
tractiveness or repulsiveness as places of residence de- 
pends very much upon the care or neglect shown in the 
matter of home environment. The good example of a 
few will quickly inspire emulation and imitation aad the 
man who can most effectively set the pace is the local 
florist.

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THE GLADIOLUS. 
By Ira H. Landis, Paradise, Pa. 

The gladiolus is becoming more de- 
servedly popular each year, with its 
beautiful flowers of such wonderful 
lasting qualities placing it above many 
other cut flowers. By merely trim- 
ming a small portion of the stem away 
each day the same bouquet will last 
over a week. It may be had during 
a long blooming season by different 
plantings at intervals of two weeks 
from the time the frost is out of the 
ground until July lst and you may en- 
joy their beauty for ten or twelve 
weeks. This flower succeeds every- 
where. The gladiolus responds so 
quickly to good treatment and requires 
s© little effort that there can be no ex- 
cuse for not producing good flowers. 
According to the varieties the bulbs 
will produce flowers in from sixty-five 
to ninety days. Well rotted stable ma- 
nure is one of the best fertilizers and 
should be spread over the land in the 
fall and plowed the following spring. 
Plant from three to four inches deep, 
the larger bulbs the latter depth. The 
secret of growing good flowers is 
thorough cultivation. In nearly all 
parts of the country artificial watering 
is unnecessary provided a dust mulch 
is kept on the surface to conserve the 
moisture. Stir the surface as soon as 
fii. after each rain and give frequent 
cultivation. A sunny situation and not 
planted close to buildings is best. 

In cutting gladiolus the greatest 
satisfaction is obtained by cutting the 
spike when the first bud opens and al- 
low the flower to develop indoors. 
Every bud will open and more perfect 
coloring will develop than would be 
possible if left in the sun. Cutting the 
spike when the first bud opens is also a 
benefit to the bulb as the strength of 
the foliage is required by the bulb to 
develop the next year’s growth. For 
this reason always allow two or more 
leaves to remain. 

About the latter part of September or 
after the first frosts appear the bulbs 
should be taken out of the ground and 
allowed to dry several hours in the 
sun, however the more drying or cur- 
ing there is done the greater the loss 
of vitality and only enough drying 
should be practiced to free the bulb of 
surplus moisture contained in the skin 
or husk so that there will be no ten- 
dency to mould. The bulbs can be 
stored in shallow boxes safely in a 
reasonably dry air at a temperature of 
32 to 40 for almost an indefinite period.

The year has been rather one of 
rest from the activities of previous 
season, gathering together our re- 
sources and materials preparatory to 
the publication of the society’s book 
on the Peony, to which end we have 
been steadily working for some 
years. 

The season has been a most trying 
one, the intense heat making it un- 
usually difficult to hold flowers in 
good form for any length of time. It 
is again demonstrated that a peony 
show must depend principally upon 
the local growers for its success, and, 
while the possibility of holding flow- 
ers in cold storage and shipping long 
distances for exhibition has been 
amply demonstrated, the great mass 
effect which is so necessary for an at- 
tractive show must come from purely 
local growers, and the peony growers 
of Chicago and vicinity who have 
brought in such great quantities of 
blooms have made the present show 
the success it is. 

It is unfortunate that as a cut 
flower commercially, the peony is in 
most localities considered only as a 
Memorial Day proposition. Millions 
of them are sold at high prices be- 
fore, and millions almost wasted after 
that day. No flower keeps better 
when properly handled, and no flower 
makes so fine a show for the cost as 
the peony, for all decorative effects, 
and there seems to be no good reason 
why they should not be eagerly 
sought for and used for all pur- 
poses during their season, from the 
earliest to the latest. It seems to be 
largely up to the retail dealer to push 
the peony more, and to educate and 
stimulate their use, by making more 
of an effort to handle a better class 
of stock in better shape. 

Among the amateurs the peony con- 
tinues to increase in popularity, the 
demand for the better and higher 
priced varieties being always greater 
than the supply, with prices as a con- 
sequence tending to increase rather 
than decrease. Occasionally I have 
heard it said that the American Peony 
Society is made up of commercial 
growers whose interest in the peony 
is a purely selfish one. How far from 
the truth this is will be seen by look- 
ing over the membership list, of whom 
over two-thirds are exclusively ama- 
teurs. Among those remaining who 
are classed as nurserymen or florists 
only a few may be said to be in the 
peony business. The majority of 
those members who are classed as be- 
ing in “the trade” are amateurs so 
far as their interest in the peony 
goes, their collections being grown 
largely as a hobby because of the per- 
sonal interest they take in the flower 
and for their own gratification. 

Last year through the completion 
of the work at Cornell and the sale 
of the remaining plants, the way was 
opened for the publication of the so- 
ciety’s official work on the Peony. The 
material is ready, but in order that 
there might be as few errors as pos- 


sible, it was thought better to wait 
until after another blooming season 
had passed, in the hope that any ex- 
isting errors might be detected, and 
descriptions of additional varieties ob- 
tained. This book is to be published 
by the society as a whole and not by 
a few members, and that all members 
might assist circulars were sent to all 
with a lot of questions and request 
that all look over their bulletins care- 
fully, study their plants in bloom and 
send in to the committee any infor- 
mation, criticism or suggestion, and it 
will be taken for granted by the com- 
mittee that those not heard from ac- 
cepted and approve of the commit- 
tee’s work. 

During the past year, permanent 
planting at Cornell has been largely 
augmented by the addition of varie- 
ties not previously to be found there, 
so that now most of the varieties de- 
scribed in the Bulletins may be seen 
and studied there by anyone inter- 
ested. The season at Ithaca is very 
late, and a similar collection for the 
South and easily accessible, was sug- 
gested, and last year the United 
States Government agreed to co-oper- 
ate with the American Peony Society 
in the establishment of such a collec- 
tion at the Arlington Experimental 
Grounds at Washington, D. C., a place 
visited yearly by many thousands of 
people. Negotiations are now in 
progress along the same line as the 
collection of the American Rose So- 
ciety at the same place. While this 
matter was acted on favorably by the 
society at its meeting last year, I de- 
sire to give the members present at 
this meeting an opportunity to ratify 
that action and their willingness to 
give this place their active support, 
as this collection will have to be made 
up by contribution of plants from the 
members individually. 

Another subject that was talked of 
last year, and which should receive 
fuller consideration, is the advisabil- 
ity in view of the great distance be- 
tween the East and West and the dif- 
ference in blooming time of Northern 
and Southern plants, that the society 
holding its business meeting at but 
one point might be officially repre- 
sented in exhibitions at two or more 
points, in conjunction with other hor- 
ticultural societies.

AMERICAN ROSE SOCIETY. 
Hartford Rose Garden. 

On ‘June 19th the representatives of 
the American Rose Society visited offi- 
cially the Rose Test Garden at Eliza- 
beth Park, Hartford, Conn., to take up 
and examine the forty-four specimen 
plants that were put out at the forma- 
tion of the garden. The judges were: 
John F. Huss, Hartford, Conn., S. S. 
Pennock, Philadelphia, Pa., and W. F. 
Gude, Washington, D. C. The recom- 
mendation made by the judges in re- 
gard to the rose which seemed to at- 
tract the most attention is as follows: 
That the award of the silver medal be 
made to Mr. John Cook of Baltimore, 
Md., for the rose “Radiance” in recog- 
nition of its superior merits as a bed- 
ding rose, signed, John F. Huss, S. S. 
Pennock, W. F. Gude. 

There were present at the dinner, 
Supt. of Parks, Geo. W. Parker, Hart- 
ford, Conn.; Wallace R. Pierson, presi- 
dent of the American Rose Society; 
Robert Pyle, S. S. Pennock, Prof. A. C. 
Beal of Cornell University, Leonard 
Barron, J. Harrison Dick, Alex.

At the dinner an account of the 
Washington Rose Garden at Arlington 
was reported upon by W. F. Gude who 
complimented Messrs. Cumming, Pyle 
and Mulford for the work they had 
done in bringing about this matter;

that is to run from Quebec to Florida 
and there were three hundred and fifty 
varieties of roses already there. Prof. 
Beal, speaking for Ithaca, said, that 
much interest had been shown not 
only by growers of plants who had fur- 
nished them so that the varieties ex- 
ceed three-hundred but also from a 
large number of local amateur socie- 
ties; that at Cornell there were some 
hundreds of students all of whom be 
came more of less acquainted and in- 
terested in these test gardens, and that 
they carried away with them an in- 
terest in the beauties that follow the 
cultivation of flowers in any place or 
section. 

The Executive Committee of the 
American Rose Society also met and 
have awarded formally the Hubbard 
Gold Medal to M. H. Walsh, Woods 
Hole, Mass., for the rose “Excelsa.” 
The display of this rose in the garden 
showed it to be a most vigorous plant, 
and the concensus of opinion received 
during the past three months concern- 
ing the rose caused the award to be 
properly made for that rose. The med-

NEW BEDFORD HORTICULTURAL 
SOCIETY. 


The third annual peony exhibition 
of the New Bedford Horticultural So- 
ciety held in the Library Building on 
Wednesday, June 17, was a marked 
success notwithstanding the most 


trying season experienced in years. 
An open winter coupled with the na- 
tural freezing and thawing occasioned 
by fluctuating temperature and an 
almost entire absence of snow took 
much of their strength, while a very 
fickle May and June caused many 
buds to blast or mature in two or 
three days. In some cases the late 
flowering varieties were going by and 
the mid-season flowers were not really 
open. Through the centre of the hall 
was a long table entirely devoted to 
peonies the principal exhibitors being 
E. J. Shaylor of Auburndale with sev- 
enty-five beautiful specimens for ex- 
hibition only, of the latest varieties, 
and J. H. Hathaway, an amateur 
grower of this city with about the same 


number, conspicuous among which 
were fine specimens of Japanese 
singles. 


Among Mr. Shaylor’s exhibit were 
to be seen four of his seedlings which 
do credit to any hybridizer, viz., 
Georgiana Shaylor, a lovely cream 
color with peach shadings; Francis 
Shaylor, creamy white with yellow 
stamens between the rows of petals; 
a red seedling strongly resembling 
Adolph Rousseau, but darker and 
richer in color, and one resembling 
Mme. August Dessert only much 
lighter in tone. The writer recently 
visited Mr. Shaylor’s farm and was 
convinced that he had seedlings de- 
veloped and developing which would 
take rank with any of Burope’s best, 
the most notable being Mary Wood- 
bury Shaylor. This is doubtless his 
finest production to date and ranks 
with Lady Alex Duff. 

The other principal exhibitors were 
D. F. Roy, “The Moorings” Marion, 
who secured the Henry F. Michell 
silver medal for the best collection; 


James Garthly, gardener for the Rog- 
ers’ estate, with a fine bank of peonies 
and roses not in competition, and 
Wm. Keith, gardener for T. M. Stet- 
son with a large table of foliage and 
flowering plants which made a fine 
setting for the flowers. 

J. H. Hathaway and Wm. F. Turner 
were awarded bronze medals for their 
general exhibits and W. F. Turner was 
first and J. H. Hathaway second in the 
class for six distinct varieties. W. 
F. Turner also took first for vase of 
Japanese peonies, one variety and 
first for vase of Japanese in variety. 
J. H. MeVicker beat all competitors 
in the class for six reds with excel- 
lent specimens of Armand Rousseau.

_ SEED TRADE | 


AMERICAN SEED TRADE ASSOCI- 
ATION. 


More than two hundred delegates 
were present at the opening of the 
convention of the American Seed 
Trade Association at the Raleigh 
Hotel on Tuesday and despite the 
summer heat great interest was taken 
in the discussions of the day. The 
address of welcome was delivered by 
William F. Gude, as president of the 
Washington Chamber of Commerce. 
Mr. Gude told the delegates that it is 
the sincere hope of the business men 
that the meetings of the association 
will be profitable from a _ business 
standpoint, and that their impressions 
of the city will be such that they will 
come back often. He called special 
attention to the proposed erection of 
a monument in memory of the late 
William R. Smith and told the dele- 
gates of the many delightful places 
around Washington to which visits 
should be paid before they leave the 
the city. 

The convention was opened by C. C. 
Massey, of Milwaukee, Wis., president 
of the association. The morning’s 
business consisted of the appointment 
of various committees including the 
obituary committee of which S. F. 
Leonard, Chicago, Ill.; E. L. Page, 
Greene, N. Y., and W. H. Greenell, 
Saginaw, Mich., are the members; the 
auditing committee composed of A. L. 
Don, New York City; B. W. Dulaney, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, and 8S. A. Wilson, 
Madison, Wis., and the banquet com- 
mittee on which S. F. Willard, Cleve- 
land, Ohio; Arthur B. Clark, Milford, 
Conn., and James P. Coon, and G. 
Edward Schultz will serve. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Gude’s ad- 
dress of welcome, Watson S. Woodruff, 
of Orange, N. J., spoke on the selling 
of seeds at wholesale. He told of the 
different methods used to dispose of 
seeds as by catalogues, traveling 
salesmen, surplus lists, etc. A dis- 
cussion as to the advisability of send- 
ing out surplus lists followed his re- 
marks and it developed that it was 
not an unmixed evil. There was no 
action taken in the matter it being 
found best to leave it entirely to the 
individual house for that which would 
be good business for one in this re- 
spect might fall short in prospect for 
others. 

F. W. Bruggerhof, of New York, 
addressed the delegates on the subject 
of “The Central System of Selling 
Seeds and Its \Advantages,” which 
subject also brought forth consider- 
able comment. He favored the sell- 
ing seeds by weight instead of by 
measure as is the present method on 
account of the great variation in the 
different kinds of seeds and because 
of the fact that many new methods 
have been adopted for cleaning seeds, 
There appears to be many phases to 
this question and under present con- 
ditions the advocated change would 
prove revolutionary. The Govern; 
ment measures its seeds on the basis 
of the bushel unit, farmers consider 
the value of seeds on the basis of how 
far a bushel or a quart can be sown, 
and more important yet is the fact

that all of the present seed catalogues 
are based on the bushel unit. 

In the afternoon a reception was 
tendered to the ladies who accom- 
panied the delegates, in the parlors 
of the hotel, by the ladies of the 
Washington contingent, and later 
they, together with the male members 
of the large party as guests of the 
Washington Chamber of Commerce,

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‘Plswer Market Reports 


Prevailing conditions in 
BOSTON the market this week are 
fairly good, the buoyancy 
of prices being held by the usual June 
weddings. Roses are somewhat scarce, 
white being exceptionally so. Sweet 
peas are to be had in abundance and 
while carnations are plentiful the qual- 
ity is poor. Lily of the valley is sell- 
ing well and the supply equals the de- 
mand. 
Trade is more on the 
BUFFALO upward course and 
business is more on a 
satisfactory basis, the receipts have 
shortened up considerable, but there is 
still a large quantity of carnations, in 
which a part are of inferior grade. The 
rose supply has shortened and good 
roses, especially white, are scarce. A 
good supply of lilies and peonies, the 
latter have nearly come to their end. 
Weddings are quite noticeable, the de- 
mand has been good on lily of the val- 
ley and bridal flowers. The coming 
week will see a good many weddings 
and with school commencements, a 
busy week is looked for. 
At some seasons of the 
CHICAGO year, trade this week 
would be counted as 
dull, but in comparison with the weeks 
just passed, it is considered fairly 
good. Local demand for wedding flow- 
ers keeps the market cleaned up of 
much stock that would hardly stand 
shipping, as well as calling for a good 
many first class flowers. Shipping 
trade is again good as is evidenced by 
the visits of the messenger boys to the 
wholesale houses. For two weeks 
Poehlmann Bros. have been cutting 
Mrs. Russell roses from stock made 
from cuttings taken since the holidays. 
The roses are on heavy stems, three 
feet long and heavily foliaged. The 
flower is so full and fragrant and of 
so pleasing a shade of deep pink, that 
John Poehlmann says he is sure his 
customers will be delighted with it. 
This is Mrs. Russell’s first appearance 
here, locally grown. First class roses 
are scarce and good carnations are few.

The usual early sum- 
CINCINNATI mer conditions pre- 
vail in the market. 
There is a fair call and just about 
enough to take care of this demand. 
Few of the offerings can boast of any 
real quality, although most all of them 
are pretty fair. Rose offerings con- 
tinue to be rather limited and as a 
result, everything at all fair cleans 
up very readily. Cuts of the strictly 
summer roses are still rather small 
and are not nearly able to take care 
of all calls for them. Carnations too 
are limited as to quality and owing 
to the extremely hot weather, are lack- 
ing in quality. Lilies are cleaning up 
each day. The first of this week they 
were rather short, but the chances are 
that this scarcity will hardly last more 
than a few days and by the end of this 
week they will again be in a good sup- 
ply.

outdoor stock, but the long-continued 
dry weather has played havoc with 
stock. Prices that were low advanced 
some owing to the scarcity and de- 
mand—the retailers had a lot of work 
for school commencements and late 
weddings, also a good lot of funeral 
work found them short of stock. 
Roses are poor, so are carnations. 
Lilies and lily of the valley are fine, 
also gladioli. Roses are short stem- 
med and flowers poor. 

Stock has been com- 
paratively scarce due 
to the rapid changes 
in the weather. There has been quite 
a drop in the temperature. Roses 
and carnations are very small and 
poor in quality with little demand and 
prices higher than the previous week. 
The price on gladioli has dropped 
quite a little. The graduation deco- 
rations and wedding bouquets have 
called for a considerable amount .of 
lily of the valley and this flower sold 
readily. The heavy rains which at- 
tended the coming of the cooler 
weather hit the outdoor flowers hard 
and a much smaller quantity of sweet- 
peas was brought in from the outlying 
farms. This condition is desirable 
from the storeman’s view and espec- 
ially as there was a sufficient quantity 
of fine Spencer-type to be had. North- 
ern lilies which have been on the 
market for some little time now are 
very good. No one seems to want 
snapdragon no matter at what price 
it may be offered. 


CHICAGO NOTES. 

Philip J. Foley, president of the Fo- 
ley Greenhouse Manufacturing Co., 
has just returned from a business trip 
covering the territory between Chi- 
cago and Pittsburgh. Mr. Foley says 
he found business fairly good with the 
florists and landed some good green- 
house orders. 

D. Scott Geddis, formerly of Chicago 
and now manager of the floral depart- 
ment of the Scruggs-Vandervoort-Bar- 
ney Co., of St. Louis, Mo., while in 
this city last week, stated that his 
firm were contemplating building a 
range of greenhouses, to supply their 
increasing trade in cut flowers. 

Bedding season is now about over 
and the length of the season has been 
limited. On account of the late East- 
er, bedding plants had to be held back 
and just at the time that sales were 
the heaviest, the wave of mid-summer 
heat, practically closed the trade. De- 
partment stores are still offering some 
plant stock, but florists in general are 
closing up their books for the season. 

California redwood is now being used 
extensively by Chicago dealers in 
greenhouse materials. P. J. Foley is 
filling a large per cent of his orders 
now with this wood, where formerly 
only cypress was used. He states that 
it is clearer, of better quality, and 
costs less. The redwood in Fritz 
Bahr’s new 42 ft. wide houses, at High- 
land Park, Ill. was furnished by Foley. 

Poehlmann Bros’. plant department 
bears evidence of the growth of the 
plant business in Chicago. Their 
plant range has now an addition of 
25,000 sq. ft., and every available inch 
filled. The lath house built a year 
ago is more than the name indicates.
